Onr  Primary  Meeting*- A  Reform 
Wanted. 

The  Republican  (?)  Primary  Meeting, 
wLiob  was  held  in  Ibis  place  last  Friday 
erening,  must  have  convinced  every 
spec  table  voter  who  attended  that  the 
lixue  has  arrive  to  have  a  change  in  the 
manner  of  conducting  these  gatherings. 
Had  no  meeting  at  all  been  held,  it  is 
likely  the  town  would  have  been  better 
off.  It  would  certainly  have  escaped  the 
tuJgraee  which  the  predominant  rowdy 
element  imparted.  The  n amber  of  tick* 
ets  (6  of  them)  that  wero  put  in  the  field 
abowed  that  onr  politicians  are  by  no 
means  unequal  to  the  task  of  devising 
%  “tickets”  ontrammeled  by  the  primary 
leading  strings.  As  for  the  work 
done,  the  nomination  of  candidates  was 
got  along  with  as  well  as  could  be  ex¬ 
pected.  A  “Straight  Ticket”  waa  flxsd 
upon,  but  to  briDg  it > bout  a  somewhat 
crooked  methoJ  was  resorted  to — n  meth¬ 
od  which  must  have  been  as  perplexing 
to  the  counters  as  it  was,  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  satisfactory  or  not  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  those  concerned  on  either  side. 
The  Democrats  ha J  the  pleasure  of  meet¬ 
ing  with  their  opponents  uuinvited,  and 
participating  in  the  proceedniga.so  fur  as 
holding  np  their  bands  without  having 
them  counted  [might  be  callod  partici¬ 
pation.  That  tho  “regular  ticket”  ex¬ 
actly  suited  nobody  present  was  evident 
by  whnt  afterward  transpired,  at  the  elec¬ 
tion.  when  less  than  a  score  of  the  regu¬ 
lar  ballot*,  unscratched  or  nn-pasted, 
were  depoaited. 

That  it  concern*  the  voters  of  both 
parties  to  unite  for  a  reform  in  this  pri¬ 
mary  meeting  business  is  tho  object  of 
this  article.  It  is  a  downright  faroe  for 
all  the  voters  in  this  place  to  get  togeth¬ 
er,  in  this  incongruous  way.  They.have 
*  scrimmage  on  a  Friday  night,  then,  be¬ 
tween  Saturday  and  Monday, split  up  into 
half  a  dozen  factions  with  only  the  one 
rational  object,  it  might  seem,  of  getting 
things  thoroughly  mixed  up.  The  result, 
the  citizen  of  ordinary  intelligence,  on 
coming  to  the  polls,  is  bewildered  by 
au  assortment  of  tickets  poked  at  him 
from  all  directions.  Nor  can  the  politi¬ 
cians  themselves  be  les*  completely  be¬ 
fogged  as  to  bow  the  election  U  likely  to 
go,  or  what  the  principles  at  stake  really 
are.  We  earnestly  hope  the  remedy  or 
eolation  of  this  ebaotio  way  of  gettting 
ready  and  going  into  an  election  will  be 
sought  out  aud  made  use  of  before  an 
other  voting  season  u^ain  comes  round. 

Telfordlzlng  Broad  Street. 

One  of  the  earliest  duties  of  the  new 
Town  Committee  should  be  that  of  do¬ 
ing  something  io  regard  to  those  elevat- 
sidewalk^otyBroad  street  near  its  junc¬ 
tion  with  Bloomfield  avenue. 

Three  years  ago  the  town  authorities 
began  au  improvement  here  by  digging 
down  the  street,  but  the  Fpasm  was  of 
short  duration,  tithpr  the  $10,000  vot¬ 
ed  by  the  tax  payers  gave  out  before  the 
“canal”  (as  it  has  been  facetiously  term¬ 
ed  in  town  meeting)  w#3  ready  for  use, 
or  the  Committee  found  that  trouble  waa 
brewing  sod  suspended  operations  till  a 
more  convenient  season.  At  any  rate,  the 
job  has  hung  by  the  eyelids  ever  since, 
to  the  no  small  discredit  of  the  town 
and  annoyance  of  the  people. 

By  referring  to  the  Street  Law,  it  will 
be  found  that  the  digging  down  afore 
said  was  entirely’irregular.  The  3d  and 
4th  Sections  of  the  law  permit  alterations 
of  grade  by  Town  'Committee,  in  their 
discretion  but  they  sre  instructed  to  ad¬ 
vertise  the  resolution  “establishing  the 
same”  for  ten  days  in  “some  newspaper 
circulating  in  the  township. "  They  are 
also  required  when  a  resolution  of  the 
kind  is  introduced  to  summon  property 
owners  to  a  meeting,  at  which  they 
“may  present  their  views  with  reference 
to  the  tame."  Various  other  duties  ore 
enjoined,  none  of  which  wers  observ¬ 
ed  in  the  case  named.  One  of  the  own¬ 
ers,  it  is  said,  now  claims  quite  a  bill  of 
damages  against  the  township,  having 
been  unabte  to  rent  bis  buildings  on  ac¬ 
count  of  their  iuaooessibility  from  the 
street  If  this  is  to,  the  matter  should 
be  attended  to,  and  the  sooner  the  bet¬ 
ter.  The  Committee  -should  either 
fill  up  the  canal  their  predecessors 
made  or  go  ahead  and  finish  the  job  in 
accordance  with  the  law.  & 

Tho  question  of  Telford  on  this  street 
has  come  up,  and  nearly  every  owner 
want#  it  done,— is  feady  to  incur  the  as 
sesement  therefor.  But  they  will  not 
sign  a  petition,  because  by  doing  so  they 
relinquish  tbeir  right  to  damage  (which 
they  have  unquestionably  sustained)  from 
the  change  ol  grade.  The  people  want 
this  Broad  street  pavement  project  to  go 
on.  It  can’t  stir  s  peg  until  the  difflcul- 
ty  referred  to  is  adjusted. 


Unangi-.t  as  town-Committeeman.  A 
“Citizen’s  Ticket”  was  made,  the  essen¬ 
tial  feature  of  which  was  the  name  of  the 
gentleman  spoken  of  instead  of  J.  G. 
Kejler,  nominated  regularly  from  the 
Centre  district.  It  also  hod  W.  B.  Cor¬ 
by’s  name  in  place  of  J.  Banks  R>- 
ford’s  and  Wm.  A.  Freemau’a  in  place 
of  A.  T.  Morrii»*a,  both  of  the  sub¬ 
stituted  gentlemen  having  declined  to  be 
candidates. 

Early  Monday  morning  an  “Indepen- 
dsut  Ticket”  appeared  at  the  polls,  with 
the  name  of  Thomas  E.  Hayes  in  plaoe 
of  Dr.  J.  A.  Davis,  for  Town  Committee. 
Benj.  Baldwin  was  also  on  as  an  inde¬ 
pendent  candidate  for  Constable.  This 
ticket  soon  becams  very  popular  except 
with  the  Democrats,  who  of  course  voted 
the  “Citizen’s.”  Other  tickets,  making 
the  aggregate  number  six  different  kinds, 
together  with  further  embellishments 
and  improvements  in  the  shape  ot-stick- 
ing  plasters  were  freely  used. 

There  wss  but  little  excitement  and 
not  a  great  deal  of  interest  manifested 
in  th*  election ,  as  shown  by  the  small 
vote  east— 545  against  633  last  year.  The 
two  independent  candidates  for  consta¬ 
ble,  B.  F.  Baldwin  and  R.  D.  Brower, 
worked  like  beavers  all  day,  and  both  de¬ 
served  success,  which,  however,  both  did 
not  achieve.  .  The  counting  Jof  ballot* 
began  early  iu  th#  eveniug,  but  was  a 
very  tedious  process,  nearly  every  vote 
having  from  one  to  half  *  dozen  substi¬ 
tuting  “patches”  pasted  over  the  origi¬ 
nal  oames.  It  required  8  hour*’  work  to 
arrive  at  th#  result,  which  was  as  fol¬ 
lows  :

Lecture  at  Doddtown. 

Hev.  J.  L.  Danner  of  East  Orange 
lectured  on  “Popular  Amusements”  at 
the  Bethel  Church,  Doddtown,  on  the 
13th  inst.  to  a  large  and  highly  interest¬ 
ed  audience.  He  thinks  there  is  no  harm 
in  a  social  game  of  cards,  in  itself  con¬ 
sidered,  and  that  billiards  is  by  no  means 
an  immoral  game,  but  is  very  empliutic 
in  bis  denunciation  against  tbe  public 
places  which  the  young  men  are  com¬ 
pelled  to  enter  in  order  to  play. 

Ho  also  holds  that  dancing,  if  not  car¬ 
ried  to  excess,  and  done  at  seasonable 
times,  is  a  healthful  enjoyment ;  but  for 
a  young  man  or  woman  to  go  to  their 
dressing  room  at  nine  or  ten  o’clock  in 
the  night  aud  array  themselves  iu  gor¬ 
geous  costume  for  the  ball,  and  dance 
until  the  small  hours  of  the  morning, 
is  not  only  a  sin  but  a  bodily  injury. 

Mr.  Danner  also  dwelt  some  time  on 
the  theater.  He  considers  tbe  American 
theater  of  to-dayuone  of  the  most  vile 
and  degrading  institutions  of  our  coun¬ 
try  ;  because,  he  said,  as  soon  as  a  thea¬ 
ter  ia  opened,  the  whole  neighborhood 
surrounding  i*  filled  with  bar-rooms  and 
gambling  holes,  making  it  thereby  a 
great  nest  of  iniquity.  And  in  conclusion 
he  oaid:  If  a  friend  asks  you  to  indulge 
in  any  amusement  that  your  conscience 
tells  you  it  is  vrong,  abstain  from  it  and 
dare  to  do  right,  dare  to  be  true  to  your¬ 
self,  and  your  God.

When  I  first  discovered  that  he  was  thus 
cheating  me  I  could  hardly  believe  my  ownsyes, 
hnviDg  known  Mr.  fluff  a  long  while,  and  sop 
posing  him  to  be  a  good,  honest,  upright  man, 
much  respected  by  myself  aud  every  one  that 
knew  him.  But  after  seeing  it  mvsel/  twice  I 
was  then  pretty  sure  something  was  wrong. 

I  determined  to  have  other  witnesses  to  it  and 
watch  him  farther,  in  order  to  be  fully  satis 
fed  of  hia  guilt  before  accusing  him,  as  1  kn#w 
it  would  be  rather  u  serious  matter  to  accuse 
a  man  of  bis  atandiog  of  such  a  thing  unless  I 
could  fully  substantiate  it.  After  6e#hig  H 
done  three  times,  more,  making  five  times  In 
ail,  not  only  by  counting  the  bags  but  by 
weighing  the  contents  after  he  had  gona  (two 
reliable  men  as  witnesses  of  It),  I  informed 
his  employer.  Wc  toeetber  had  a  long  in¬ 
terview  with  Mr.  Had  privately,  at  which  time 
I  accused  him.  I  also  urged  him  very 
hard  to  acknowledge  what  he  had  done  and 
how  long  It  had  been  going  on,  saying  to  him 
him  tha£  if  he  would  do  so,  the  public  should 
not  know  anything  about  it;  but  ha  stubbornly 
refused  to  adkuowledgc  anything. 

Mr.  Poft<*r,  strongly  inclined  to  be¬ 
lieve  him  guilty,  suspended  him  from  bis 
service.  Then  "of  course  it  became  public, 
and  appeared  In  your  paper  of  the  35th  ult. , 
not  at  my  instigation,  as  yon  well  know.  At 
the  matter  now  atanda  It  places  me  ia  a  rathar 
awkward  position  ln  the  ryca  of  the  public, and 
therefore,  in  justice  to  myself  and  to  the  hon¬ 
est  public,  it  behooves  me  to  prove  my  charge 
io  tbe  Courts.  I  cau  now  not  only  prove  thaP 
be  has  stolen  feed  and  oats  from  me  (which  I 
am  sure  would  convict  him)  but  can  prova,  by 
three  parties,  where  he  has  sold  feed  and  oats 
for  caab,  withotfl  any  bill, — no  account  of 
the  transactions  given  in  to  his  employer.

How  Can  we  Best  Provide  for  our  Poor. 

The  dullness  of  trade  for  the  last 
three  winters  bos  made  this  a  question 
of  no  small  importance  to  Bioomfielders. 
Many  who  heretofore  have  been  able  to 
earn  their  living,  and  who  would  fvastly 
prefer  doing  so  to  becoming  [panpers, 
have  been  absolutely  obliged  by  the 
force  of  their  circumstances  to  apply  to 
the  town  for  aid. 

Granted  that  much  of  their  destitu¬ 
tion  at  first  arose  from  their  improvi¬ 
dence  when  woA  was  abundant  and 
is  ’were  high,  they  were  no  more 
[ty  in  this  respect  than  the  rich,  as  the 
maoy  failures  throughout  our  land  have 
attested.  ^T- 

Bat  the  long  continued  pressure  has 
reduced  even  tbe  most  prudenf  of  them 
to  pinching  straits,  and  the  suffering  of 
all  may  now  be  said  to  flow  from  the  one 
cause — lack  of  employment.  As  a  con¬ 
sequence  the  Poor  Fund  raised  by  taxes 
upon  property  holders  is  constantly  sub¬ 
ject  to  demands  from  persons  well  able 
and  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  work. 
In  short  one  part  of  the  community  is 
helping  to  support  the  other  part  in  en¬ 
forced  idleness.  We  need  not  consider 
the  matter  from  tax-payers’  stand¬ 
point  ;  it  will  be  enough  to  ask  are  we 
doiug  justly  and  wisely  by  those  thus 
-helped  ? 

If  we  render  aid  in  snch  a  way  as  lo 
weaken  the  incentives  to  manly  self-re¬ 
liance  and  provident  industry,  we  encour- 
ago  pauperism  and  do  more  to  injure 
than  to  benefit.  Ia  not  our  present  system 
of  furnishing  gratuitous  supplies  open  to 
this  very  accusation  ?  If,  instead  of  this 
method  of  relief,  the  office  of  poor-mas 
ter  had  some  such  connection  with  tbs 
boards  having  charge  of  town  improve¬ 
ments  that  men  applying  for  assistance 
might  be  supplied  with  work,  the  burden, 
on  the  town  would  be  lessened  and  idle¬ 
ness,  that  fruitful  mother  of  vice,  would 
be  in  some  degree  obviated.  At  the  same 
time  the  industrious  and  well  disposed 
would  received  assistance  in  a  way  that 
wonld  not  injure  their  self-respect  or 
lower  their  moral  tone  ;  While  if  aDy, 
by  refusal  to  work  proved  themselves  to 
be  wilful  idlers  and  beggars,  the  Poor 
Master  would  be  justified  in  presenting 
to  them  St.  Paul’s  alternative  :  “If  any 
will  not  work  neither  Bhall  he  eat” 

Thus  the  poor  fund  could  be  kept  for 
the  sick  and  helpless  aud  those  who  from 
any  cause  might  not  bo  able  to  support 
their  own  wants.

Treasure  in  the  Heart  op  a  Tree. — 
The  Philadelphia  Telegram  nays  :  About 
a  month  ago  Jaoob  Kliock.a  farmer  near 
Fox  Chase,  waa  sawiDg  down  a  large 
chestnut  tree,  when  tbe  teeth  of  the  s.-tw 
came  iu  contact  with  some  metallic  sub¬ 
stance.  After  tbe  trre  had  been  fielled.a 
gold  watch,  two  gold  pencil  case?  and  a 
gold  chain  were  found  imbedded  in  the 
wood,  eigbteeu  inches  from  the  surface. 
They  were  wrapped  in  a  soiled  sock  The 
tree  was  sawed  off  close  to  the  ground, and 
they  had  evidently  beeu  hidden  ut  the 
junction  of  two  roots,  and  the  wood  hod 
grown  over  and  enclosed  them.  The  wall  h 
was  old  fashioned,  having  a  cafe  wliioli 
could  be  detachsd.and  was  inscribed  with 
the  date  1740.  Oue  of  the  pencil  cases 
wus  provided  with  a  pen.  The  other 
had  only  a  pencil  and  no  seal.  The  chain 
was  long  and  intended  to  pass  around 
tbe  neck  of  the  wearer.  There  was  slao 
a  gold  key,  which,  however,  did  not  fit 
the  watch.  The  tree  had  attained  a 
rest  age,  beiog  about  six  feet  in 
iameter.  An  old  mansion  once  stood 
near  by,  and  it  is  supposed  Ibat  the 
artioles  iu  question  were  buried  during 
the  war  of  Revolution.
